Admirai Edwards; of which the following are extracts. ise 


Proteus, Nt 7 


Of marque, called the Pallas, of 14 carriage gues, and 50 men, 
gommanded by Héedior M‘ Neal, from Newberry cto Anifterdam, load 
ed with bark, indigo, furs, cochincal,-and a quantity of dye woods. 

On the gth, I fell in with the thip Hervey, belonging to the Que- 
bee fleet, which feiled under convoy of the Danae and Pandorg4- | 
brought her inte St John’s harbour with me ; and the Cygnet arriving 


the. Danae and Pandora, and thirteen fail a few days before apon the 
Banks, 1 direéted Captain Keppel in the Veftal, and Captain Stanhope 
in the frepafley, to convoy them as far as Cape Rozier, aid fee them 
fafe into the Fiver St Laurence; and on the 1th they failed. One 
of thofe which the Sigact brought in (the brig Thetis) had’ been taken 
By the Effex; an American privateer, and retaken by the thip Argo. 

The Fairy arrived here on the 8th of May; the Vettal the 2d, and 
Oifau the 11th of July, without lofing any of their convoys. The 
Maidftonr has been a cruize upon the Banks fince her arrival, which 
was the 2d-of June}:and, on the 29th of laft month, returned with 
an American fchooner loaded with cighty-feven hogfi¢ads of tobacco. 
The Coureur, 1 am forry to acquaint their Lordthips, was taken by 
two American privateers, of r4 guns each, on the ar{t of June. 

I have the pleafure to inform them Captain Berkeley retook Lieu- 
tenant Major, and 30 of the Coureur’s men, the next day, in one of 
the privateer’s called the Griffin, of 14 catriage guns, and 65 men, 
and brought them fafe, with the privateer, into this harbour.
